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REMARKS OF THE CHAIRMAN 
TO ALL MEMBERS OF COUNCIL: 


In our Tenth Anniversary year Regional Council has every right to be proud of the success of its 
budgeting process. Both the current and capital budgets reflect the determination of our Council to 
provide the services for which we have responsibility to our citizens, efficiently and economically. 
This is the first time that our capital and current budgets have been produced as a composite 
budget document. 


The capital budget identifies the long-term plans of the Region. Its pages show the success of our 
efforts to reduce our per-capita debenture debt - and the wisdom of our decision last year to pro- 
ceed with Regional capital works on a pay-as-you-go basis, borrowing from our own reserves in- 
stead of borrowing on the public market, thereby reducing the cost to our taxpayers. 


The impact of the 19% increase in general welfare assistance has been offset by tight budgeting on 
the part of all other departments - and that along with a special grant of $758,000 from the Province 
of Ontario has made it possible for us to increase our 1984 general net levy by only 4.85%. 


| must express our special appreciation to the Hamilton-Wentworth Board of Commissioners of 
Police and Chief Gordon V. Torrance and his department, for their constant record of careful 
budgeting - and to all other Boards and Commissions who have conscientiously and with sincerity, 
dedicated themselves to producing a high-quality of community services at as little increase in cost 
as possible. 


Mr. C.T.C. Armstrong, our Regional Co-ordinator, worked with all Department Heads very closely to 
produce constrained preliminary budgets to present to Council. Mr. Gerry Lawson, our Commis- 
sioner of Finance and his staff, worked countless hours so that Council could receive initially a 
well-documented budget with policy options clearly identified. 


Mayor William Sears, Chairman of Finance, and Mayor Joseph Bennett, Vice-Chairman of Finance, 
along with all of the Finance Committee and the other spending committees deserve a great deal of 
credit for the end result of the budgeting process.

REPORT OF THE TREASURER AND COMMISSIONER OF FINANCE 


SSS 


The 1984 Current Budget for the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth and its related 
boards and commissions was approved by Regional Council on March 6, 1984. Subsequent to this 
and upon the Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing announcement of a special assistance 
grant to the Region, the budget was amended and the Levy By-Law approved on April 3, 1984. 


The 1984 current estimates provide for total operating expenditure of $237.8 million or 6.82% over 
1983. The required levies to support this expenditure amount to $65.2 million for the General Levy 
and $80.3 million for all levies (including special levies for Urban Transit, Libraries and Land 
Drainage) and represent increases over 1983 of 7.02% and 7.84% respectively. After allowing for 
assessment growth of 2.07% the average mill rate increase is 4.85% for the general levy or 5.67% 
for total levies. 


Expenditure for Water and Sanitary Sewer Services, which the Region provides on a self supporting 
basis, will increase by 2.14% and 4.96% respectively. This has been accomplished by reducing the 
prompt payment discount on water bills from 10% to 5% and holding metered water rates for 1984 
at 1983 levels. Non-metered rates will increase by 3.5%, and the sewer surcharge remains at 115% 
of the water rate. The reduction of the discount allowed has a 5.6% impact on the metered water 
consumer who pays within the 10 day discount period. 


1984 CURRENT BUDGET HIGHLIGHTS 
Budget Presentation 


All budgets were presented to the Standing Committees and Regional Council according to the 
first phase of the Modified Planning Program Budgeting System (MPPBS) recently approved by 
Council. Features of the first phase include: tops-down fiscal guidelines, statements of purpose, 
objectives, performance measures and, in some cases, alternate service levels. 


Policy and Guidelines 


Late in 1983, Regional Council imposed a 5% maximum increase guideline for preparation of the 
1984 current estimates. All departments, boards and agencies met this guideline with the excep- 
tion of Social Services, Hamilton Street Railway, D.A.R.T.S., Land Drainage and Wentworth Library. 
Of these, Social Services and Hamilton Street Railway were not expected to maintain Council’s 
guideline. The remainder exceeded the guideline, only after careful consideration of service level 
alternatives by Regional Council. Other departmental budgets were constrained below the 5% 
guidelines to ensure overall expenditure performance complied with Council targets. 


Included in the current estimates are the net financing requirements of the 1984-88 Capital Budget 
according to Council’s pay-as-you-go policy. Internal borrowing through the use of reserves on a 
revolving fund basis has obviated the need for external debenturing and results in ongoing substan- 
tial annual savings in debt charges and debenture issue expenses. 
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Provisions for salaries and wages have been limited to 5% in accordance with the Provincial 
Restraint Program. 


Provincial Unconditional Grants 


For 1984, changes in the basis for distributing unconditional grants to all municipalities were made 
by the Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing. These changes are outlined below: 


- substitution of households for population as the basis for 
distributing general and police grants. 


- equal recognition of cottage and normal residences for grant 
purposes. 


- equalization of grants to non-regional municipalities providing 
policing services. 


The above factors had the effect of limiting the transfer payments to 2.5% rather than 5% as had 
been originally anticipated.The Ministry subsequently announced that the Region of Hamilton- 
Wentworth would receive an additional special assistance grant of $758,000 as part of the Uncondi- 
tional Grant Program. This grant is intended to lessen the tax burden in areas that are not recover- 
ing from the recession as quickly as the rest of the Province. The inclusion of this grant has brought 
the overall unconditional grant increase to 5.70% over 1983 and contains the 1984 general levy tax 
increase to 4.85%. 


The Provincial apportionment guarantee grant which is intended to limit the shifts in levy caused by 
applying the equalization factors, will have a significant impact on three of the area municipalities 
in 1984. As in 1983, the Province is continuing to phase out this grant by $10 a household. The 
following table shows the mill rate impact of the reduction in the apportionment guarantee grant:

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Economic Climate 


The general economic condition has had a major impact on the budget estimates for 1984. General 
Welfare caseloads are expected to increase over 1983 levels. Reduced transit ridership in 1983 is 
also expected to continue into 1984. In addition, a lower 1983 operating surplus brought forward in- 
to 1984 is attributed mainly to the economic times. 


Social Services 


General Welfare caseloads are estimated at 3% above 1983 average levels. This and a 5% rate in- 
crease has resulted in 19.05% increase over 1983 in the Region’s share of the general welfare 
assistance budget. Lesser increases in other Social Service areas, especially Homes for the Aged, 
constrained the overall Social Service increase to 14.77%. 


Transit Levy 


Reduced ridership which resulted in a revenue deficiency of approximately $1.7 million in 1983, is 
expected to continue in 1984. This, combined with the incremental operating costs of approximate- 
ly $1.1 million for the new Mountain Transit Centre, caused a 13.18% increase in the urban transit 
levy to the City of Hamilton. 


Land Drainage Levy 


A 7.52% increase in the Land Drainage Levy to the City of Hamilton is the result of the inclusion of 
the Upper James Trunk Sewer in the 1984-88 Capital Budget. This service is essential for the future 
development of the Hamilton Civic Airport and surrounding area. 


Library Levy 


A 7.52% increase in the Library Levy to the Area Municipalities of Ancaster, Flamborough, Glan- 
brook and Stoney Creek is the result of the annualization of the previous years salary adjustments 
under the minimum provisions of the Inflation Restraint Act. In addition, the restoration of reduced 
service levels in 1983 resulted in an additional $22,000 in expenditure. 


After considering assessment growth of 3.78%, the average property tax impact of the Library Levy 
is 3.41%. 


Prior Year’s Surplus 


The 1983 operating surplus of $334,000 is significantly less than the previous year’s surplus of 
$706,220. This is attributed mainly to lower interest earnings ($209,000); overspendings in Social 
Services ($847,000), tax write-offs ($240,000) and Canada Coach Lines ($263,000); and is offset partly 
by savings in police ($1,100,000). 
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SUMMARY 


To achieve a General Levy impact of only 4.85% in spite of the problems outlined above, has been a 
major accomplishment for 1984. This was only achieved with the guidance of the Regional Chair- 
man, the Chairman and Members of the Finance Committee, each Member of Regional Council and 
the Regional Co-ordinator, and through the assistance and hard work of all staff members in all 
departments and boards who participated in the preparation of the budget.

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CAPITAL BUDGET 


REPORT OF THE TREASURER AND COMMISSIONER OF FINANCE 
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The 1984-1988 Capital Budget was approved by Regional Council on December 20, 1983, the earliest 
endorsement of a Capital Budget since the formation of the Region. It is also the first time the 
Capital Budget has been approved before the commencement of the budget’s year. 


This year’s Capital Budget incorporates some changes from previous years. Subject to Council ap- 
proval of tenders, individual project approval is no longer required for waterworks, sanitary sewers, 
storm sewers and roadway projects which commence during the first year of the budget. The 
budget also reflects the move to an integrated planning approach for the Current and Capital 
Budgets. In preparing the Capital Budget considerable attention was paid to the impact on future 
operating programs by the identification of the incremental operating costs of proposed projects, 
as well as the affordability of debt and direct contributions to capital. Significant consideration was 
also given to the Region’s needs, future financial capabilities and existing financial policies. The 
Capital projects included in this budget are required to implement the Regional Official Plan. 


1984-1988 CAPITAL BUDGET HIGHLIGHTS 


The gross expenditure in this budget totals $266.4 million, an increase of 23.6% over the 1983-1987 
Capital Budget. This increase is primarily due to the introduction of the Mountain Freeway Project. 
However, while gross expenditure has increased, net funding requirements have decreased by 
5.5% to $54.7 million, due to an overall increase in contributions from the Current Budget. 


The Consolidated Statement of Annual Reserve Position forecasts the net reserve position in 1988 
at $307,000. This represents, in the long term financial forecast, the low point in the financing plan, 
and should recover in the five-year period beyond the term of this Capital Budget. Cash flow 
forecasting is an essential part of the financing process, and close monitoring of forecasts is being 
done on an ongoing basis. 


POLICIES 


Council policies on capital budgeting and financing have been carefully applied and monitored dur- 
ing the preparation of the Capital Budget. The policies relating to debt financing are detailed in 
Table 1. 


On February 1, 1983, Regional Council adopted a Pay-As-You-Go Capital Financing Plan. Under this 
policy the Region no longer issues debt for its own purposes. Capital projects are financed by cur- 
rent fund contributions and by the borrowing of funds from reserves. The ultimate goal of the plan 
is to increase the current fund contributions to a level where the capital program is fully financed 
from current operations. As external debt payments drop off and are replaced by increases in the 
contributions to capital, less funding will be required from the reserves and the resulting internal 
debt charges will stabilize. 


AT 
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The impact of this policy is a saving in the 1984 operating budget of approximately $200,000 in in- 
terest charges and approximately $145,000 in debenture issue expenses. Over the term of this 
Capital Budget the Region will save approximately $4 million. At the same time, the Region’s exter- 
nal debt will decline to $59 million by the end of 1988 from $96 million in 1983 (1982 - $104 million). 


IMPACT ON FUTURE CURRENT BUDGETS 


A forecast of future current budgets has been prepared for each program included in the Capital 
Budget. These multi-year forecasts demonstrate the affordability of the Capital Budget under the 
policies and guidelines established for the Current Budget. 


The Storm Sewer capital program results in a forecast levy increase of 8% per year. This is caused, 
to a significant degree, by the lack of any budget increases in the storm sewer function over the last 
two years and the inclusion of the Upper James Street Trunk Sewer. This project is essential for the 
future development of the Hamilton Civic Airport and surrounding area. 


The Transit (H.S.R.) Current Budget forecast indicates a 13% levy increase in 1984 and a 14% in- 
crease in 1985. The increase in 1984 is primarily due to the opening and first year of operations of 
the Mountain Garage. The increase in 1985 is the result of the phase-in of a bus replacement pro- 
gram required to maintain the present level of service. 


Two Current Budget multi-year forecasts have been prepared for Transit (C.C.L.), assuming a 5% 
revenue growth and a 10% revenue growth. The 5% revenue growth assumption indicates signifi- 
cant tax levy increases are required to support the capital program, while under the 10% revenue 
growth assumption the capital program is affordable. For this reason, the Capital program for 
C.C.L. past 1984 is contingent upon realized revenue growth. Updating of the multi-year forecast 
will be done for the 1985-1988 Capital Budget. 


The Industrial Land capital program has no impact on the Current Budget for it is fully self- 
supporting, utilizing the funds in the Industrial Land reserve. Once the reserve is exhausted, future 
expenditure will be financed from the sale of Industrial Lands. Council has also earmarked $500,000 
of this reserve for the acquisition of industrially zoned residential lands. Therefore, the Industrial 
Land capital program can only proceed beyond 1985 when revenues are generated from the sale of 
Industrial Land. 


SUMMARY 


The 1984-1988 Capital Budget reflects the continued implementation of priority service needs and 
sound financial policies as approved by Regional Council.

POLICIES ON CAPITAL FINANCING - ADOPTED JULY 18, 1975 


Note: 


That the Region continue its policy of imposing a Capital Levy of 1/4 Mill equalized and that 
the Capital Levy be used to finance only those Capital Expenditures that would be part of 
the General Levy. 


That the Regional Lot Levy be set aside for specific purposes and that if the full Lot Levy is 
charged it be set aside as follows: 


25% for General Purposes 

25% for Storm Sewers (in the City of Hamilton) 
25% for Sanitary Sewers 

25% for Water 


Percentage split was amended by Regional Council July 5, 1977. 


That Water rates be maintained at a level that will permit all Expenditures for Water, in- 
cluding Capital Charges, to be met from those rates and those surpluses created by Water 
rates be set aside only for Water purposes. 


That the Sanitary Sewer revenue be maintained at a level that will permit all Expenditures for 
Sanitary Sewers, including Capital Charges to be met from the Sanitary Sewer revenue and 
that any surplus created by the revenue be set aside only for Sanitary Sewer purposes. 


That the Levy for Storm Sewers be utilized only for Storm Sewer purposes and that all Ex- 
penditures, in respect of Storm Sewers, be met from that Levy.

tax supported services, except for Water and Sanitary Sewers and Storm Sewers, to 15% of 
the sum of the Regional General Levy and all unconditional grants for 1979, 1980 and 1981, 
and 10% for 1982 and subsequent years, and that the Region not issue debentures on its 
own behalf for general purposes when that limit is exceeded. 


2s That the Region establish policies that will enable it to limit its annual debt charges for 
Water purposes to 45% of the Water revenue for 1979, 1980 and 1981, and 40% for 1982 and 
subsequent years, and that the Region not issue debentures for Water purposes on its own 
behalf when that limit is exceeded. 


3. That the Region establish policies that will enable it to limit its annual debt charges for 
Sanitary Sewer purposes up to 50% of the Sanitary Sewer revenues for 1979, 1980 and 1981, 
and 45% for 1982 and subsequent years, and that the Region not issue debentures for 
Sanitary Sewer purposes on its own behalf when that limit is exceeded. 


4. That the Region establish policies that will enable it to limit its annual debt charges for 
Storm Sewer purposes to 50% of the Levy for Storm Sewer purposes for 1979, 1980 and 
1981, and 45% for 1982 and subsequent years. 


5; That the Region curtail the issuance of debentures when the issuance of further debentures 
would make the annual debt charges for all Regional and Area Municipal purposes and 
Sewer and Water exceed 25% of the sum of the Municipal Levies, Unconditional Grants, 
Water revenues and Sanitary Sewer revenues for 1979, 1980 and 1981, and 20% for 1982 and 
subsequent years. 


6. That the Commissioner of Finance discuss with the Area Municipalities the implications of 
the Area Municipalities establishing policies that will enable them to limit their annual debt 
charges for local municipal purposes to 20% of the sum of the total local Municipal Levy 
(excluding Levies for regional and school purposes) and all local Unconditional Grants for 
1979, 1980 and 1981, and 15% for 1982 onwards.

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ASSUMPTIONS 


The following assumptions have been consistently applied throughout the Capital Budget and 
Multi-year Forecast analyses: 


is Construction costs have been inflated at 6% per annum. 

2: Operating expenditure has been inflated at 5% per annum. 

o: Revolving repayments to reserves have been calculated at 10% interest over a ten year 
period. 

4. Various revenues have been inflated at 5% per annum unless otherwise noted. 

5; Cash flows will be in accordance with forecasts supplied by departments responsible for 


ongoing projects. 


6. Incremental debt charges and operating costs of new capital projects have been iden- 
tified and included in the Multi-Year Forecasts of Program Costs, 1984 - 1988. 
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
